THOMAS L. SHEVLIN 
DIES OF PNEUMONIA Governor Hammond 
Died Instantly 


St. Paul, Dec. 30—J A. Nowell wired the governor's office from Clin ton. Louitiania, in response to a tel­ 
egram stating that Governor Hammond had a stroke at 9:30 this morning and died immediately, and stat­ 
ing that he would start north tonight with the body. 
A few moments later State Insurance Commissioner Works received the following message dated at 10:40 
this morning: 
"Governor Hammond died half an hour ago from a stroke 
He had been feeling badly since his departure 
from St. Paul, but seemed to be better during the past few days.*' 
Upon receipt of this message Insurance Commissioner Works and Private Secretary Andris! conferred and 
ordered the capitol closed and business suspended for the remainder of the week. 
Lieutenant Governor Burnjuist took the oath of office this afternoon and became Minnesota’s governor. 
For a few months Gov. Hammond has not been feeling well, but his condition was not thought serious. It 
is thought that probably apoplexy was the cause of his death 
It is thought probable that the body will ar­ 
rive late Friday night in St. Paul. 
Gov. Hammond had taken advantage of the holiday lull at the capitol to attend to private land business 
in Louisiana, and left with J. A. Nowell, land agent, last Saturday, and during the time lins been suffering 
from slight indigestion. 
It was his intention of returning to Minnesota on Saturday. 
Governor Hammond was Minnesota’s first bachelor governor, and the third democratic governor the state 
has had. John Lind and John A. Johnson being the other democrats who had held the office
